JUDGE MURDERED BY A COURTCLERK 


Chancellor Allison Is Killed at Nashville 
by G. K. Whitworth. 

Nasuvitiz, Tenn., Nov. 14,.—Of all the 
many tragedies that Nashville has experi- 
enced the most appallmg occurred today, 
Chancery Court Clerk George K. Whitworth 
shot and killed instantly Chancellor Andrew 
Allison in the upper hallway of the court in 
this city today at noon. Only one man, Jo- 
seph H. Acklen, saw the tragedy. The Chan- 
cellor had just adjourned his court and left 
the room, entered the hall, and was about to 
descend the steps. Whitworth, who was 
tha , said: 0, Judge.“ and as he 
as he did so heard two shots behind him. 
Turning, he saw that Whitworth had shot him- 
self twice with a pistol. Whitworth was cool 
and collected during the shooting and also 
after the affair, and expressed no regrets, but 
desired to know if he had killed his man, 
saying nobcdy who had treated him as 
Allison had done could lire in the 
country with him. Whitworth 
is still alive but sinking rapidly, and his death 
is expected before morning. It was believed 
during the afternoon Whitworth killed the 


Chancellor because he refused to reappoint 
him. 


The facts later developed do not sus- 
tain this theory. From men familiar with the 
transactions between the two it is learned 
the cause of the traggdy was the fail- 
ure of Allison to settle or secure a large 
sum due from him to Whitworth for a money 
loan, said to be about $25,000, The city 
was dumfounded when the news spread abroad 
that the Chancellor bad been killed by his 
clerk. Chancellor Allison was 52 years old 
and had just begun his second term of eight 
years, having been reélected in August last. 
George K. Whitworth. is 42 years old, had 
held several public offices; and was an active

When the boy grows up and somebody shows 
him a photograph of Senator D. B. Hill he 
will probably say: That is the man who 
took me into his room and asked me if I had 
rather live with my grandmother than my 
father. 

The probability is that Vernon Cox, in the 
talk he had with the Judge yesterday, decided 
his own fate.

It was voted to confine the discussion to 
nature study, and on motion of M. J. Keane 
General Superintendent Lane, who with his 
eight Assistant Superintendents was present, 
was asked to give the board ail facts relative 
to the nature study, that it might ha ve a clear 
understanding of the case. 

Supt. Latie was eager to respond, and said 
the course of nature study was prepared by 
the Superintendents in May last upon the re- 
quest of the School Management committee, 
which had unanimously adopted the report. 
After a course of reading upon the subject, 
he said, plants and pictures are brought 
into the school rooms and sometimes stuffed 
birds, that pupils may test by personal exam- 
ination the truth of the statements in the text- 
books. I consider it advisable to have a line 
of work that will cultivate the powers of ob- 
servation. Tho pupils, under the di- 
rection of the teachers, 
state orally and in writing what they 
have observed. It all has a close relation to 
language, oral and written. In the spring 
time they study the trees and the flow of the 
sap. But twenty minutes a day is devoted to 
this work in the primary grades. Some things 
may have been brought into the work that 
ought not to-—”’ 

Mr. Brenan—Did you ever hear of any par- 
ticular cases of theabuse of this work? 

Supt. Lane—Not on the part of any par- 
ticular teacher. 

Responding to further questioning the Su- 
perintendent admitted that he had read in the 
papers about a cat having been taken into an 
Oak Park school for nature study, and if the 
facts were as reported in the newspapers it 
was not proper. “instructions given to 
tenchers, he said, are intended to prevent 
them from going to extremes and to avoid all 
that is not in harmony with the course of 
study as prescribed.” 

Mr. Cusack questioned the Superintendent 
as to whether mud was used in the 
schools. Superintendent Lane said sand is 
used in map drawmg. When Mr. Cusack 
asked whether the use of mud in the schools 
in modeling or anything else had not been 
prohibited the Superintendent did not 
answer. 

Assistant Superintendents present baving 
been invited to take part in the discussion, 
Messrs. Kirk and Biluthardt assured 
Mr. Duggan that they were in har- 
mony with the General Superintendent 
on the subject of nature study. 
Supt. Lewis said: The soil is not used alone 
as mere material for map building. One ob- 
ject of its use is that the pupil may learn how 
the soil is made. The old form required pupiis 
to write compositions on such subjects as 
‘faith,’ hope,“ love, etc. “They wrote only 
what they zead in the books and not what they 
knew from observation, Then a few years 
ago we brought in pictures and asked them 
to write about them. Then we took another 
step forward and asked them to write about 
what they saw coming to or going from 
school. This led up to nature study, 
which has two great objects—first, to teach 
the pupil to observe closely; second, to de- 
scribe in good English what he has seen. The 
dead dry stuff of the text book is supplanted 
by what is interesting. Nineteen out of 
twenty teachers in our schools are enthusiastic 
over the practical results of nature study. It 
interests pupils and secures a large attend- 
ance, and it must be remembered the observa- 
tion part of the work is largeiy done outside 
of school hours.” 

Mr. Keane wanted to know, in using clay 
or sand for map making. whether all the good 
results were not offset by dirty hands, faces, 
and finger nails; and if parents did not ob.

CARROLL D. WRIGHT ON ARBITRATION. 


Views of the United States Commissioner 
of Labor on This Question. 

The particular attraction of the afternoon 
session was Commissioner of Labor Carroll 
D. Wright, who drewa large audience and 
was felicitously introduced by Chairman M. 
J. Carroll. Mr. Wright spoke on the Dis- 
tinction Between Compulsory and Voluntary 
Arbitration and Distinction Between Compul- 
sory Arbitration and Public Investigation of 
Labor Disputes.“ He said in part:

First Reduction of the Force. 


The first reduction in the Police Depart- 
ment was made yesterday afternoon, when 
Chief Brennan in a general order let out 
seventy-five men, all of them with the rank of 
patrolman, The order issued was the reguiar 
document that follows the meetings of the 
trial board. Twenty-seven patrolmen, 
divided among nearly all the stations of the 
city, are dismissed for various causes, includ- 
ing drunkenness, entering piaces where liquor 
is sold when not in the 1 of duty, 
and similar charges, these 
men about fifty men employed. in the Con- 
struction Department of the force were laid 
off temporarily, They are usually drop 
for three months durmg the winter an 
small force of repairers and blacksmiths * 
tained as sufficient to do the work. These 
men will all be reinstated after the winter is 
over and the new appropriation is made. 

It is probable that within the next few days 
the Chief and the Mayor will arrange the gen- 
eral order that will let out a number of men, 
following up the line of action agreed upon by 
the Mayor and the Chief last week. They 
stated last night they are of the opinion that 
at least 200 or 300 men will have to go until 
after the appropriation is made for the new 
year. Chief Breanan states, however, he has 

a scheme to keep ail the men and to stili keep 
within the appropriation. His idea is to put 
the matter before the officers, and if they de- 
cide in favor of it to put it into effect. The 
idea is to have every man on the 
force from the Inspectors down take a 
five or six days’. furlough without pay. 
This he thinks would bea hardship to none 
of the nen and will relieve the appropriation 
to such an extent that no one need be dropped 
from the force. In case this scheme does not 
go through the Chief thinks it will be neces- 
sary to drop at least seventy-five more men 
and probably 150 to 200 more. The lists of 
men sent in by the try oa are being exam- 
ined by the Chief, but he informed the Mayor 
last night he had not com pleted the statement 
of the men to be dropped, 

In the genera! order for police force reduc- 
tion that is expected in a day or two a num- 
ber of detectives at the Central Station will be 
included, 


COMMITTEES CONFER ON FRAUD CASES.

Eckhart Says Draws Are Not Necessary. 


Trustee Eckhart expressed his surprise the 
minority had seen fit to thrust forward 
issue at this time.

or were attempting to gg the shipping 
interests of the channel. The first duty to 
the public was to give Chicago a drainage of 
its sewage. The shipping or navigation ques- 
tion was subversive to this, Costly bridges 
were nut needed until that time arrived when 
the United States Government took up the 
deepening of the Illinois River in order to 
provide navigation to the gulf. 

Mr. Eckhart asked the privilege in view of 
the unexpected character of the minority re- 
port to make a supplemental report, This 
was granted with a like privilege to Mr. 
Cooley. 

Judge Prendergast favored the report of 
the majority. He was notin sympathy with 
Mr. Cooley’s broad plans for a ship channel 
at this time. At the present relief to Chiva- 
go’s health was all important. He ridiculed 
Mr. Cooley’s recommendation that the con- 
sideration of the erection of bridges should be 
postponed for several years. The people re- 
siding along the channel were entitled to 
their highways. 

Mr. Cooley spoke to his report and asserted 
the abandonment of the draw bridges wes due 
to a consideration of the great cost of the 
channel and an effqrt to reduce the expense 
to the detriment of the channel as a ship 
channel.

Nzw York, Nov. 14.—[{Special.]—The situ- 
ation among the striking cloakmakers is des- 
berate. They started out with strong faith in 
the outcome, This confidence was justified 
empirically by the supineness of the manu- 
facturers in the past. But the firms, which 
had suffered from many such difficulties all 
the year, finally determined dy codperation 
to make a fight. In a shore time 
the strikers had nothing but hope, 
based on the chances of the ordor 
for a general garmentmakers’ strike. When 
this failed and the firms still held out the 
workmgmen were reduced to charity, and 
that is their sole reliance now. ° Affiliated 
unions. have sent them some aid, united 
labor generally will raise something 
for them at mass-meetings soon, 
and business men, saloonkeepers, 
and others are supplying some food and prom- 
ises of clothing. Such action will not help 
long, and as the strikers are disposed to hold 
out it is probable that 9,000 or 10,000 able- 
bodied men and women, with a skill for which 
there is a market now, will be thrown on the 
charity of the community before the winter 
is over. These few incidents illustrate the 
serious conditions existing.

A Famished Striker. 


At No. 412 Grand street, the meeting- 
rooms of the Executive committee of the 
Cloakmakers’ union, a fumished striker ran 
in today, and fora moment it looked as if a 
riot was imminent. 

„want money from you,“ he shouted, at 
the same time grabbing another striker by the 
throat, It you don’t give it to me I will 
brain you. My wife wants something to eat 
and you give me the money the Executive 
committee has got to spend.“ 

With difficulty he was restrained from at- 
tacking those in the meeting with a weapon 
he had picked up. 

In the damp, dark basement of Walhalla 
Hall nearly a hundred men who have been 
turned out of their homes with their families 
because they are not able to pay their arrears 
in rent have been compelied to sleep on the 
hard board floor, Their wives and children 
they have left with neighbors who have still a 
roof to cover their heads. The base- 
meat where these wretched people sleep 
is about twelve feet beneath the 
street. Not a ray of sunlight and rarely a 
breath of pure air reaches it. Eight hundred 
ragged cll § woebegone men lay there last 
night, sighing, moanmg, and groaning, uoa- 
ble to forget their misery in sleep. Now and 
then there tose and fell a prayerful murmur 
like the chanting of savages in the solitude of 
the pra iries. 

% Bread! O, give us bread! We must have 
bread! was repeated again and again with 
outstretched arms. 

Fight for Bread. 

Today 300 loaves of bread were distributed 
in this basement. The men crowded around 
it and fought like animals for the loaves. 
Seventy-five more of the families were evicted 
today. The women and the children were all 
provided for as comfortably as the leaders 
could devise. 

The desperation and brutality which hunger 
traces on human faces were shown piainty in 
the 3,000 men who gathered in the ball- room 
of Walhalla Hall today. Women wept. 
Speakers ascended the platform by dozens 
and said: 

„We are starving, but yet we remain on 
strike. What do wecare tor hunger? Brothers, 
will you remain out on strike until next 
spring? [Roars of Les! “Yes!’’] Are you 
willing to give up this strike?“ [“ Never.“ 
“* Never.”’] 

** A scab is here! shouted a dozen strikers. 
“Kil him! Kill him! Out with bim!“ Five 
minutes later there was a cry of Spies! 
Spies! There are spies in the meeting! Im- 
mediately there was a great commotion. 
Here they are! Kill them! Lynch them!“ 
could be heard. Amid a great disturbance 
the spies were ejected with severe injuries. 

Timely meditation under the auspices of a 
body of citizens whose worthy motives are 
admitfed is again being widely discussed. 
An attempt is being made by the coat and 
shirt making contractors to force a return to 
the sweating sysiem, which was abolished in 
the two industries recently by the strikers. 
These poor people are clamoring for bread, 
desperate in thought, awaiting a leader for 
violent deeds. But they declare they will not 
com promise. 


CONSUMPTION CAUSED BY EXPERIMENT, 


Dr. Johan M. Byron Inhales Tuberculosis 
Bacteria and Gets the Disease, 


New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.|—Dr. John 
M. Byron, director of the bacteriological de- 
partment of the Loomis Laboratory in the 
University Medical College, this city, is 
suffering from consumption. While experi- 
menting with some tuberculosis bacteria he 
became somewhat careless and inhaled them. 
Two weeks later he discovered he had fallen 
a victim to the disease. He was strong and 
in perfect health in February last, when this 
happened, and his weight was close to 165 

unds. Now he weighs only 120 pounds. 

is affliction has compelled him to re- 
sign his position as patholcgist and visiting 
hysician to the Columbus Hospital, in 
st Twelfth street, and as visiting physician 

to the New York Dispensary, while he has had 
to abandoi his lucrative private practice. One 
of Dr. Byron’s great achievements resulted 
from his study of leprosy, showing that it was 
roduced by bacteria. He has written no 

ks containing the results of his studies.

NEW YORK’S SYSTEM OF RAPID TRANSIT. 


Commission Will Begin Work Soon on the 
Construction of a Subway. 

New York, Nov. 14.—The law authorizing 
the construction of a subway system in New 
York City provides that the Rapid Transit 
Commission shall begin work within thirty 


days after the announcement of the vote by 


whieh the people authorized the ex- 
penditure of $50,000,000 for the pur- 
pose. New York ratified the proposition 
at the recent election, and within one month 
the commission will begin active work. This 
commission comprises Alexander E. Orr. 
President of the Chamber of Commerce; 
Seth Low, President of Columbia Col- 
lege; John Claflin, William Steinway, John 
H. Starin, and John H. Inman. The exist- 
ence of the commission is the result of an 
agitation most vigorous! begun when 
Abram Hewitt was Mayor of New York. As 
a means to quiet this agitation Tammany Hall 
and the allied L” and surface roads permitted 
the formation of the commission without a 
thought that its 8 would ever be more 
than nominal. commission organized. 
hired experts, and made plans for a series of 
years, and was ready to go ahead with the 
construction of the subway system when it 
was brought face to face with its helplessness 
as against the hostile combination. elee 
tion, however, unties the hands of the com- 
mission and New York scarcely yet realizes 
what the result of Nov. 6 means to it in the 
2 9 rapid transit through the carrying out 
of yor Hewitt's plans, which are, in effect, 
the backbone of the law under which this im- 
mense work is to be done, 

This law provides that the contractor who 
shall construct the subway shall build, equip, 
and run the road for a series of years, paying 
a rental amounting to not less than the inter- 
est on the bonds, $1,500,000 a year. 
builder must deposit $1.000,000 with the 
commission as a guaranty to go through 
with the work. Provision for a sinking fund 
is made, and it is believed the present genera- 
tion will live to see the debt wiped out. 

There will be a central three and four track 
subway extending the whole length of the 
city, with a branch to the Kast Side and loops 
atthe Battery and Park row. The tunnels, 
which will be electrically equipped, wiil not 
be on a dead level, but will conform to the 
topographical formation, with allowanve for 
— werage and other improvements already 
made.

Police Force Wanted on the Model of the 
United States Army. 

New Lon. Nov. 14.—[Special.]—There is 
no end to the suggestions of the public as to 
a memorial for the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst. 
Meantime the clergyman lies ill at his home. 
The ante-election work was great and physi- 
cally overwhelming. Mr. Goff also, the Re- 
corder-elect, is quite ill, or rather suffering 
from nervous prostration. It has been found 
necessary to put off the reassembling of the 
Lexow committee until Dec. 1 so that the 
eminent counsel may have time to recuperate 
his exhausted energies.

Those present be- 
sides the clergyman who made the prayer 
over the body of the dead man were two 
women relatives,.who had accompanied the 
body from Owego, and the organist who 
played the dirge upon the little organ during 
the incineration. The ashes of Mr. Sturges 
will be placed in a handsome urn and will rest 
in a niche at the crematory.

BONDS TO HELP THE STCCK MAREET, 


Friendly Attitude of the Bankers May 
Have a Wholesome Effect. 

New York, Nov. 14.—([Special. ]—So far as 
the new government loan is concerned, lead- 
ing bankers express the opinion its effect has 
not been discounted, but on the contrary, if, 
as now seems probable, the subscriptions 
prove to be large, a further improvement 
will be witnessed. Of course, if Europe se- 
cures a considerable part of the loan 
bankers will de all the bettér pleased, 
since, in that event, the foreign, ex- 
changes would yield and the local monetary 
situation would be free from disturbance. A8 
it is, the plethora of funds is so great that 
even if the whole loan is placed on this side 
the operation would in all probability be car- 
ried through without the least difficulty. The 
banks are far more friendly to the present 
issue of government bonds than they were to 
the February loan, and will accordingly lend 
their aid freely to the Treasury. The bond 
issue has had no effect on either cali or time 
money. The supply is not reduced and the 
demand was not impaired. 

It is believed that the largest subscribers to 
the loan will be Drexel, Morgan & Co., the 
United States Trust Company, the Union 
Trust Company, J. & W. Seligman, Brown 
Bros., Kuehn, Loeb & Co., and Speyer & Co., 
some of whom will act as agents of English 
and German financial institutions in subscrib- 
ing ior the bonds. This accounts for 
weakness in sterling exchange and reichs- 


marks. 

John A. Stewart, President of the United 
States Trust company, said today the circu- 
lar asking for bids issued by Secretary Car- 
lisle was the best ever issued by the vern- 
ment.

Bankers are very busy going about, each try- 
ing to divine the intentions of his fellow- 
financiers. All are in hot chase for the cov- 
eted issue. If the subscription is taken 
abroad and foreigu-held gold brought over to 
pay for it the whole situation would be much 
simplifiea, but there is no assurance the for- 
eign houses will not draw legal tenders from 
the banks here, draw gold for the paper from 
the Subtreasuxy, and proffer the coin for the 
bonds. This is possible, but it is not likely 
that it will be done openly. 

Other uncertain factors are the trust com- 
panies. While they are practically banks, 
they do not make regular bank reports, 
it is impossible to say just how much gold 
each may have on hand. Then, too, they act 
for insurance companies and other large in- 
vestors in such a way as to make their posi- 
tion in such a time as this very uacertain. 
They hold much smaller hoards of gold in 
many instances than they are credited with. 
It looks now as though the opening of the 
bids Nov. 24 would bring out a lot of sur- 
prises to a great wany financiers.

THE IssuzE OF MORE ‘BONDS. 

President Cleveland is to be commended 
for his prompiness in deciding to make an- 
other bond issue. He simply has done his 
duty, but that is commendable when resolved 
on in the face of so much opposition as is 
felt and will be expressed by the Populist ele- 
ment and the Populist sympathizers with de- 
based money among the Democrats. Every 
honest man will indorse the action, no matter 
to what party he may be supposed to belong. 
The credit of the country and the integrity of 
the currency must be preserved, since, if it 
were injured, all classes would suffer, Demo- 
crats no less than Republicans. So the bond 
issue resolved upon ig not a party measure, 
nor should it be so regarded. It is done in 
the interest of the people as a whole. 

Of course the Populists will howl. They 
want the country to get down to a debased 
currency basis as speedily as possible, and 
naturally denounce any and every step taken 
to prevent that, They have got hold of the 
idea that they would gain something by an 
arrangement ‘which would enable them to 
cheat their creditors out of half or even more 
than half of what is honestly due them, and 
to achieve this result they care not how ter- 
ribly the business and finances of the couc- 
try would be deranged or how deeply the 
people would be plunged into a slough of de- 
pression compared with which that of the 
last twenty months was but a mere streak of 
mud. Ia this howl the extreme free silver. 
ites will join, because the bond issue will pre- 
vent a slump into the silver monomwetallism, 
for which they have been working with all 
their might. 

The leaders of the Democratic party are de- 
serving of the severest censure for conduct 
which has rendered another bond issue neces- 
sary. The expeuditures of the present admin- 
istration have exceeded the receipts by about 
88 million dollars, which is 50 millions more 
than the 38 millions of gold realized from 
the bonds placed last February. The Demo. 
orats deliberately have cut down the income 
of the government and rendered it impera- 
tive to draw on the gald reserve for current 
expenditures or confess present inability to 
pay. There was no need for them to make 
thie reduction other than that due to the nat. 
ural cussedness which incites the Democrat 
to oppose anythmg that is Republican, no 
matter how self-evidently benefic'al the mens- 
ure may be, and a wish to cater to Southern 
leanings towards free trade. They ought to 
have known that in cutting down the tariff 
protection to American industry they were 
working to cripple the industries of the coun- 
try and reduce its revenues, that they were 
sowing the wind ond going to reap the whirl- 
Wind. 

The additional 50 millions of indebtedhess 
incurred by the new bond issue will amount 
to only about 75 cents per head for each man, 
woman, and child in the country. That is a 
small price to pay for preserving the credit of 
the Nation and the integrity of the currency. 
But the Democrats owe it to the people to 
make amends for this and more. They ought 
not only to provide more money for meeting 
the expenses of the gove ent but to reduce 
those expenses, Why should officeholders be 
paid as much money for their services now as

their wages will buy so much more goods, 
owing to the depression of prices caused by 
their foolish policy? They ought to insist on 
a reduction of 20 per cent, and then the aver- 
age Democratic officeholder would be paid 
far more than his services are worth to the 
country. Those officeholders then would see 
and feel for themselves what is meant prac- 
tically by the tariff reform for which most 
of them clamored loudly and many led in 
formulating the alleged mandate in re- 
sponse to which the Wilson bill was framed, 
If the Democrats wish to avoid still another 
bond issue without plunging the Nation into 
financial bankruptcy and the people intoruin, 
they at once should resolve on the double re- 
form of a provision for more revenue and a 
cutting down of the pay of their officeholders, 


NO MORE BOARDS WANTED. 

It has been given out that some of the more 
conservative Republicans in the Illinois 
Legislature will advocate the establishment 
of a Metropolitan Fire and Police Board, 
com posed of four members, two Republicans 
and two Democrats, to be elected. If this be 
true then these conservative Republicans will 
do well to drop the matter at once. Chicago 
does not want any revival of the long-tried 
and long-outworn board system. This city 
had a surfeit of boards before and immedi- 
ately after the great fire. There was a Fire 
and Police Board which did more than all 
else to demoralize the Fire Department at the 
time of the fire, There wasa Board of Health 
which did everything except look after the 
health of the city. There was a Board of 
Public Works which was of no use except of 
the doubtful use of bestowing patronage. 
There was a Board of Education. full of job- 
bery, and it still exists and is still full of 
jobbery. 

The day of boards has passed in all great 
cities. They were endured in Brooklyn until 
last year, when they were wiped out and a 
new reform Mayor came into power whose 
administration has given that city the great- 
est boom and the most economical business 
management it has ever had. New York has 
had twenty-odd boards, which have taken 
away all power from the Aldermen and nearly 
all from the Mayor, but now, with a reform 
Mayor in the place of the corrupt Tammany 
official, it is proposed to clean them out, give 
him more power, and hold him responsible. 

The only purpose of a board is to conceal 
responsibility, to ena ble boodling to go on, 
and to call no one to account for it. This is 
the case whether the board is divided equally 
between the two parties as to membership or 
whether either party has a majority, whether 
it is elected or whether it is ap- 
pointed. Board government is essen- 
tially and inherently vicious. It is a 
little close corporation for political buymg 
and selling and boodie sharing. Chicago has 
been through this experience, and having 
suffered from it once no one familiar with 
our munieipal history will dream of going 
back to it. What this city wants more than all 
else is the ineligibility of the Mayor for im- 
mediate reélection, the one term and out prin- 
ciple, aud then it wants it to be made an of. 
fense which shall send that Mayor to the pen- 
tentiary who meddles with State and national 
elections. Ina word, what this city wants

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‘HOW DE. PARERURSY 


The Mow York d Post han printed ah 
interesting sketch showing just how the Rev. 
Dr. Parkhurst came to play such a conspicu- 
ous part in the overthrow of Tammany.

Being challenged in 
this summary fashion, Dr. Parxhurst set him- 
self at work to prove what he had alloged, He 
waded directly into the Tammany filth, and, 
in spite of threats of violence, he brought be- 
fore the grand jury indubitable evidence that 
the police were blackmailing disreputable 
women asa regular business, Having estab- 
lished that point he went further and produced 
more evidence of blackmailing. At ‘ast 
Nicoll, tired out with the work of the pagsen- 


ger he had waked up, stepped down*and oat 


and Fellows took his place,-but the good work 
did not halt.

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CLEVELAND AND DEBS INSURRECTION. 

Only a small portion of the report of the 
Chicago Strike Commission is devoted to the 
question of the authority of the President to 
send troops here last July to enforce the or- 
ders of United States courts and compel obe- 
dience to United States laws. Apparently the 
members of the commission thought the ques- 
tion was one too plain for argument and con- 
tented themselves therefore with saying that— 

Sec. 4 of Art. IV. of the Federal Constitution 
reads as follows: The United States shali guar- 
antee to every State in this Union a rapublican 
form of government, and shall protect each of 
them against invasion; and on application of the 
Legislature or of the Executive (when the Legis- 
lature cannot be convened) against domestic vio- 
lence.” 

United States troops were not sent into Illinois 
wpon the application of the Legislature, nor of 
the Executive, against domestic violence-—i. o., 
violence affecting the State and its goverument 
as such. The President ordered the troops to 
Chicago: (1) To protect Federal property; (2) to 
prevent obstruction in the carrying of the mails; 
(8) to prevent interference with inter-State 
commerce; (4) to enforce the decrees and man- 
dates of the Federal courts. 

He did this under the authority of Sec. 5,298 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
which provides: “ Whenever, by reason of un- 
Lawful obstructions, combinations, or assemblages 
of persons or rebellion against the authority of 
the United States, it shali become impracticable 
in the judgment of the President to enforce by 
the ordinary course of judicial proceedings the 
laws of the United States within any State or 
Territory, it shall be lawfal for the President to 
call forth the militia of any or all of the States 
and to employ such parts of the land or naval 
forces of the United States as he may deem nec- 
essary to enforce the faithful execution of the 
laws of the United States or to suppress such 
rebellion in whatever State or Territory thereof 
the laws of the United States may be forcibly 
opposed or the execution thereof forcibly ob- 
structed.” 

Aligeld took the ground in his insolent 
letters to the President that the latter had no 
authority to send troops into the State of IIli- 
nois or any other State to perform any service 
of any kind for the State or for the General 
Government without the application of the 
Legislature or the request or permission of 
the Governor. The error made by the Anarch- 
ist at Springfield is in assuming that the Presi- 
dent ean order troops into a State only in 
ease of invasion or of domestic violence di- 
rected against the State Government. The 
section quoted above, however, merely telle 
how the guarantee of a republican form of 
government shall be made effectual. The 


section is not a limitation of Federal powers. 


It is not, as the ignorant Governor takes it to 


be,a declaration that the General Govern- 
ment cannot use its own troops to enforce its 
own laws without the consent of a Governor 
except in the Territories. 

The Constitution gives to the General Gov- 
ernment power sufficient to enable it to per- 
form the duties imposed upon it. One of 
those Cuties is the transportation of the mails, 
The General Government has unquestioned 
exclusive authority to establish mail routes, 
to build postoffices and appoint Postmasters, 
and to provide for the safe transmission of 
the mailsfrom one postoffice to another. 
These are matters with which State and local 
authorities have nothing to do. They are not 
held responsible if anything goes wrong in 
the postal service. The Generai Government 
is held responsivle and therefore it must have 
power coextensive with its responsibility. 

The Constitution does not say that if post- 
offices are attacked and robbed and Postmas- 
ters interfered with in the discharge of their 
duties in Illinois, or if the carryuig of the 
mails is hindered by unlawful obstructions 
anc combinations which the United States 
courtsare unable to deal with, the Presi- 
dent shall not send troops here to remove 
those obstructions and put down those com- 
binations until Altgeld or some other Gov- 
ernor has given his assent. The Constitution 
did not make a government with authority 
over the whole country and impose on it im- 
portant duties and then proceed to uumake it 
by declaring either directly or indirectly that 
the General Government could not use the 
armed forces of the Nation—regulars, militia, 
and volunteers as it saw fit to back up the 
authority given it. 

The General Government was empowered 
to regulate commerce between the States, 
For a long time it did not exercise that power 
and it remained dormant. - When it did see 
fit to exercise it its authority was supreme, 
The power to regulate commerce carried with 
At the right to enforce by civil authority any 
regulatious which might be made and to en- 
force them by military power if civil power 
did not suffice. State authorities have noth. 
ing todo with the regulation of inter-State 
commerce. Those authorities have nothing 
to say as to the choice of means made by the 
General Government in enforcing its laws 
relative to inter-State commerce, 

If commerce is interfered with by obstruc- 
tions or combinations it is the duty of the 
President and not of a Governor to remove 
the one and break up the other. President 
Cleveland was no more obliged to wait for the 
approval of Altgeld to send troops into IIli- 
nois to provide for the unobstructed carrying 
of the mails and of inter-State freight than 
President Lincoln was obliged to get the con- 


: Wen the autheask af. tn' 2 
were very earnest in their demand that 


eral troops should not enter their States to 
enforce Federal laws. It took tour years to 


settle that question, but it is settled now. 
Within its sphere the General Government | 
is supreme. Where it has authority to pass a 
law it has authority to enforce it. For the 


purpose of putting an end to the interference 
here with the mails and inter-State com- 


meree the President had the power to send 


here all the regulars—it is a pity he did not 
send more—or he could have called out all 
the militia of Illinois even against Altgeld's 
remongtrances, or he could have called out 
and sent here the militia of all the other 
States. It was for him ‘to decide which he 
should send here, and not for Altgeld to die- 


tate to him. 


Thus Altgeld’s letters were as insolent and 
as treasonable as were some of the messages 
sent by Southern Governors to Mr. Lincoln. 
Fortunately for Altgeld he was a greater cow- 
‘ard than most of them, and he snarled where 
they rebelled, But if he by his malignant in- 
trusion into a matter with which he had noth- 
ing to do—for it was a Federal and nota 
Stute affair — had bred mischief, fed the 
flames of revolt, and made the suppression of 
Debsism more difficult his conduct would 
have been clearly treasonable. This country, 
which bas suffered so much from Calhounlsm, 
will not put up with any more of it from Alt 
geld or any other anarchistic Governor. 


CRITICISM OF MUNICIPAL OFFICERS, 

The present manager of the Times was Cor- 
poration Counsel for awhile. He gave satis 
facuon to the city and his friends. He at- 
tended faithfully to the duties of his office 
and he did not think it was required of him 
to plunge into any political campaign which 
might be going on. Has it ever occurred to him 
that that was one reason why he escaped crit 
cism? And candot he see that the failure of 
the present Mayor to keep as free of politics 
as he did, or as Mr. Hopkins’ predecessor 
during 1871-73 did, is the chief reason why 
the present incumbent has been criticised so 
sharply? 

If the present manager of the Times wil! 
take the trouble to investigate he will find

It 
criticised Harrison because he was such an 
intense partisan about election times that he 
could not keep his fingers out of the pie. Mr.

If they are dishon- 
est, inefficient, violators of their oaths and 
breakers of their bonds the sooner the people 
know it the better. And they respect the 
most that paper which gives them the infor- 
mation unhesitatingly and plainly, and which 
does not use soft words, and call boodling an 
‘*indiscretion,’’ intolerable incompetency 
‘‘eonservatism,”’ or the prostitution of mu- 
nicipal government to the basest partisan 
uses political zeal.” *

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RIGHT ° TO ‘FIX FREIGHT RATES. 

Judge Brewer of the United States Su- 
preme Court has decided that the maximum 
freight rate law of Nebraska, passed a year 
and a half ago, is constitutional, but that the 
reduction in rates prescribed by it is exces- 
sive; hence they are suspended for the pres- 
ent. In terms, the act applies only to freight, 
the transit of which begins and ends within 
the State, and does not attempt to affect inter- 
State freight. Objection was made that the 
Union Pacific railroad cannot be subjected to 
the provisions of this statute, because it 1s a 
corporation created by Congress, and as such 
in the discharge of any of its functions is sub- 
ject only to the control of that body: also 
that the act is obnoxious because it denies 
to railroads the equal protection of the laws 
which is secured to them by the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, and this because all the States 
are not included inits provisions. The objec- 
tors conceded the right to classify, but claim 
that the classification is arbitrary; for in- 
stance, that it isan unreasonable and unjust 
discrimination to exempt the Rock Island 
company from like subjection. Judge Brew. 
er is not fully satisfied that Congress intend- 
ed to reserve to itself absolute control of all 
rates charged by the Union Pacific. He 
holds that the principle of classification 
adopted by the State Legislature, whether 
wise or unwise, is within its power, that to di- 
vide railroads into two classes, according to 
the time of construction of the lines, is not an 
arbitrary distinction, even though one of the 
recently reconstructed roads is so fortunate 
as to have immediately secured a large busi- 
ness, and calls attention to the fact that the 
protection of infant industries” is a term of 
frequent use in the political discussions and 
history of this country. Nor does he think 
the objections are well taken that the act es- 
tablishes a classification of freights different 
from that whieh prevails west of Chicago and 
by reducing local rates necessarily reduces the 
rates on inter-State business. 

But Judge Brewer holds that, having regard 
to the present condition of affairs in Nebras-

when the rates fixed by the Nebraska law will 


be reasonable and just. 80 there should be 


entered as a proviso to the decrees that leave

He also held that the Union Pacifie could not 
evade the law simply bevause the General 
Government has such large intereste in the 
road or. because Congress has reserved the 
right to control and regu‘ate rates when they 
have reached a certain point.

to fix rates for the Union Pacific,

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 14.—[Special.|— 
While Japan has not yet accepted the proffer 
of the United States to act as mediator in the 
dispute with China, there is reason to believe 
the Japanese Government has requested it be 
informed explicitly just what terms China 
has to propose as a basis of peace. Up to 
this time China has submitted no definite 
proposals, so the delay seems chargeable to 
that country. It could not fairly be expected 
the Japanese would halt in, their triumphal 
march and perhaps afford thcir opponents a 
potent opportunity to rally from their dis- 
organized condition unless Japan is furnished 
with a satisfactory proposition by China that 
may be binding beyond question upon the 
latter. No such satisfactory proposition has 
yet been made by China, but, on the contrary, 
the Chinese tenders so far have been ona 
basis that could not be accepted with safety 
and consistency by Japan. 

For instance, a Chinese proposition was 
that Corea be evacuated by both Chinese and 
Japanese troops. As the principal cause of 
the war was Japan’s contention that tne en- 
tire Corean administrative and financial sys- 
tem must be reformed on modern lines and 
‘that Japan must undertake the task a tem- 
porary occupation of the country at least by 
Japan was a necessary condition. Another 
condition that the Japaneee troops evacuate 
China immediately would also violate all 
précedents. After the Franco-Prussian war 
the German forces held Belfort and other 
French fortresses until the enormous war in- 
demnity of $1,000,000,000 had been paid. 


European Powers Have Interests. 


Disregarding these points of difference it is 
becoming evident the interference of Euro- 
pean powers is the stumbling block in the 
way ofa settlement of the war through the 
mediation of the United States. They nearly 
all have interests in the East which they re- 
gard as paramount to those of the United 
States, end by no means relish its action, first 
in refusing to codperate with them in inter- 
vening, and second in seeking to settle the 
war without reference to the interests of any 
nation other than China and Japan—the prin- 
cipals—which might result in the checking ot 
the fruition of some little schemes for their 
own aggrandizement which had been formed. 

An official who has given much attention to 
the subject is of opinion Russia will never 
consent to anything that looks like an in- 
definite occupation of Corea by Japan as 
Great Britain occupies Egypt, unless itis 
itself allowed to teke possession of a port in 
Corea for the eastern terminus of the Siberian 
railway. France is reported to have demanded 
a coaling station on the Island of Formosa, 
and Great Britain has reached out for the 
Island of Chusen. It is probable any repre- 
sentations by these or other powers to the 
United States to have these claims included 
in the terms of peace would fall upon deaf 
ears, although it may be that the combined 
influence of these powers may defeat the 
American purpose to act as mediator, 


Cleveland’s Political View of It. 


There is, it appears, considerable politics 
behind the government’s proposal. The sug- 
gestion that the United States would perform 
this office was advanced by Secretary Gresh- 
am ten daysago. It was made upon the au- 
thority of Presideat Cleveland, and Ministers 
Denby at Pekin and Duan at Tokio were 
instructed to stute in consenting to act as 
mediator the United States was influenced 
only by friendiy considerations; that its in- 
terests in the East were not materially affect- 
ed by the war. 

Should the war continue indefinitely, 
President Cleveland and his Secretary of 
State fear the intervention of Great Britain, 
not peaceably, but forcibly to prevent fur.

It all hinges 
now on one thing—ean the Japanese stand the 
freezing winters of North China, so terrible com- 
pared to the balmy climate of the Eastern Isles?

Rio pe Januino, Nov. 14.—President-elect 
Moraes arrived today from Petropolis. He 
was reccived by a large concourse of people. 
He told the correspondent he intends to pur- 
sue a prudent policy, expects to prove to all 
parties that he is independent of all cliques 
and of personal domination, and will try to 
bring the revolutionigte intn harmony with his 
administration, having taken steps to notify 
their leaders of his good intentions. 

He says he means to be President of all 
Brazil and to pursue a patriotic course which 
would commend itself to impartial people, 
His Cabinet will represent all sections of the 
republic. That Peixoto will be an element 
of discord he denies, Peixoto has been badly 
misrepresented to the outside world. Dr, 
Moraes thinks his only ambition is to ald in 
restoring peace. 

Dr. Moraes made an important declaration 
in favor of the freedom of the press. He 
hopes all tho prisoners here will avail them- 
selves of the decree of amnesty he will 
issue, Peixoto advised this decree in the in- 
terest of the restoration of good feeling. The 
new President promised to foster trade, espe- 
cially with the United States. He expects 
that all pending difficulties with European 
nations will be settled diplomatically. 

Having been a journalist himself he hopes 
the press of the world will bear with him at 
the outset of his administration, when he will 
be confronted with many difficulties. 

The army will not attempt to interfere with 
the civil administration, he feels sure. Many 
rebels have assured him they will lay down 
their arms. 

A friend of Dr, Moraes says the President- 
elect has been in correspondence with the 
rebel leaders in the South and that they cer. 
tainly will give their adhesion to his ad- 
ministration, The meeting between Dr. 
Moraes and President Peixoto was affection- 
ate. There was a grand banquet today at Dr. 
Moraes’ house, Many distinguished people 
were present. The officers of the army and 
the navy called on him today. The mercan- 
tile community is preparing an address. 

President Peixoto has released 200 political 
prisoners. Four high military officers were 
arrested today and taken to Fort Villegagnon 
by Peixoto’s orders.

ship Chung King in August last. The Chung 
King was saluted by the guns of the Taku 
forts and the required apology was made to 
the British Minister.

Its Membership Shows How Close Are the 
Peixote and Moraes Factions. 


Wasuinator, D. C., Nov. 14.—Brazilian 
officials here give interesting details of the 
new Cabinet of Brazil. The-list corrected as 
far as possible here is as follows: 

Minister of Finance, Roderigues Alver ; Interior 
and Justice, Uvaidino do Amaral; Foreign 
Affairs, Rosa E. Silva; Industry, Santos Pires; 
War, Gen. Bernardo Varques; Marine, Vice-Ad- 
mira] Joaquim Francisco de Abreu. 

The significant feature of the new Cabinet 
is it discloses the cordiality between the re- 
tiring President, Peixoto, and the new Presi- 
dent, Moraes, who will be inaugurated to- 
morrow. The new Minister of War is one of 
Peixoto’s closest friends. He and the new 
Minister of Marine have until now taken no 
part in politics, and have been simply sol- 
diers. Both were prominent commanders in 
the war with Paraguay.. Admiral Abreu was 
a hero of the famous naval battle of Riachuelo, 
During the recent revolution ne was in Eu- 
rope inspecting the warships Brazil ordered 
there. 

The new Minister of Finance occupied a 
similar position in Peixoto's first Cabinet and 
distinguished himself by his monetary policy. 
He wus a Conservative and a member of Par- 
liament under the Empire during Dom Pedro’s 
time. The Minister of Industry is a Deputy 
representing the State of Minas, a civil engi- 
neer, and professor of the school of mines of 
Ouro-Pretoto, He has always been a Repub. 
lican. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs, Rosae 
Silva, is Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives and one of the Deputies of the State of 
Pernambuco. He wasin the Parliament of 
the Empire and was Minister of the Interior 
and Public Instructor under Dom Pedro in 
the Cabinet, and introduced the bull for the 
abolition of slavery in 1888. He belonged to 
the Conservative party. The Minister of In- 
terior and Justice is also a lawyer and Vice- 
President of the Senate. He has always been 


a Republican.

Itis be who iives in the pre- 
cinct and is made to feel that he is a part of tne 
machine, because he is street inspector or other 
petty official, and will so remain as long as he 
shall control votes enough to make him an ob- 
ject of iuterest to his party. The effective 
crimal is not he who is employed to commit 
crime, but he wno is made a partner of the fruits 
of the evil deed.

STARVE TAMMANY TO KILL IT. 


The New York “Evening Post” Would 
Cut Off Its Supplies, 


New York Post (Dem.): A correspondent 
elsewhere returns to the subject of Tam- 
many’s future and proposes to destroy it by 
means of an educational test. All he says 
about the absurdity of allowing ilkiterates to 
vote in a country of free schools is true, but 
it will be a good while before this view finds 
acceptance in thig State.

Mothers How to Cultivate Child Nature, 
The old, ever new, theme of child-eulture 

was entertainingly presented in one of its 

most interesting phases by Miss Elizabeth 

Harrison at the Kindergarten College yester- 

day morning. The lecture, given before an 

enthusiastic class of young mothers, was on

ism, was taken as @ basis of study. Froebel 
declared the child to be threefold in its 
nature: It is the child of natyre, which has to 
do with the body; it is the child of man, 
which has to do with the mind; it is the child 
of God, which has to do with the spirit. The 
body may be developed both through the 
senses and the muscles, The mind may be 
made to grow through me feeling, the 
thought, the will. The soul may develop by 
induction, inspiration, intuition, or imitation. 

Confining herself to the development of the 
body through the exercise of the senses and 
the muscles, the speaker explained this body

‘RIVALRY. OF THE r COMPANIES AB TO j 


TRIBUTABY POPULATION. 


Tapped by the Other Two Companies 
Combined=For the Aller, L.“ It Is 
Asserted Its Patrons Travel More, 
The elevated railroad securities suddenly 
have jumped into great favor with Stock Ex- 


change operatots. The securities of all the 


companies have been advancing sharply, but 

the most notable advance has been made by 
the Metropolitan Elevated securities and the 
stock of the construction company building 
that road. Some figures were published in 
the financial column of Ths Sunvay Trisunz 
estimating the population along the lines of 
the various companies as based upon the 
school census by wards. These estimates have 
called out considerable comment by people 
interested in the various properties. 

A man who probably is as well informed 
concerning the elevated railroad situation as 
any in the city has this to say regarding ele. 
vated roads: 

„Tho following figures, giving the popula- 
tion of the different wards of the City of Chi- 
cago through which the various elevated roads 
run, way be of some value in estimating the 
traffic of the Metropolitan Elevated road, 
which is not yet in operation. These figures 
are taken from the school census of 1894, 
which may be accepted as approximately 
correct. The number tributary to the differ. 
ent roads is estimated from this census re- 
port and from a map showing the various 
wards of the city. In making these estimates 
it is assumed that all parts of each ward are 
populated wiht equal density; this, of course, 
cannot be an actual fact, ag some parte of 
each ward are populated more densely than 
others. The elevated roads, however, all of 
them, run through sections of the city which 
probably are populated as densely as any 
other sections in their respective divisions.

population of the wards through which the Met- 


ropolitan road runs is greater by about 150,- 

000 than the wards served by both the Ailey 
L' and the Lake street roads, and the number 
tributary to the Metropolitam road is about 
two and a half times a» great as the number 
tributary to both of the other roads com bined, 

while the bonded debt of the Metropolitan is 
$3,000,000 less than the bonded debts of the 
other two roads together. The Alley ‘L’ 
has eight and a half miles of double track 
road and the Lake street six ard a half miles, 
or fifteen miles together; whereas the Metro- 
politon road. has sixteen anda half miles of 
road, of which about two miles are four 
tracks, the remainder double track. 

„% The Alley L' and the Lake street road 
are carrymg together an average of about 
70,000 passengers per day, or a trifle less 
than 5 ,000 eee sow per mile per day. If 
the Metropoli tan road can carry the same 
number of passengers per mile per day, not 
counting the four-track portion of the road, 
the average traffic per day would be about 
82,500. As the road has two miles of four- 
track read running as far west as Paulina 
street the company will be enabied to run ex- 
press trains from the outlying districts, which 
will not stop from Paulina street to the down- 
town terniinal. The running time for these 
express trains should not exceed four minutes 
for the distance named. 

As the districts through which the Metro- 
politan road runs, however, contain a popu- 


lation tributary to the road two and a half 


times greater than the other two roads com- 
bined it would seem there is reason to believe 
the traffic of this road might be at least twice 
as great as the other two roads put together, 
or 140,000 people per day. It is well to bedt 
in mind, however, that the population of the 
district through which the Metropolitan road 
runs is largely made up of working people 
who are employed in factories, etc., uot far 
from their places of residence, and also the 
number of children in these districts is much 
larger in proportion to the total population 
than in the districts served by the other two 
roads, and the traffic would not be as great 
therefore as it otherwise would. It is ac- 
knowledged the terminals of each road are at 
present bad, but with each line running to the 
business center the probability is the traffic of 
the various roads will be much increased. 
All to Center Down-Town. 


No one who understands the elevated rail- 
road situation doubts for one minute that ail 
the elevated roads will be running their trains 
to the retail center within a comparatively 
short time, either by means of the joint loop, 
which has been so much talked of, or by the 
building of terminals by each road for its own 
private use, as the Lake Street road has al- 
ready arranged for. 

“The cost of operation of a railroad by 
steam is much greater than the cost of oper- 
ating one by electricity. Anthracite coal, 
which is used by the elevated roads operated 
by steam, cannot usually be bought for less 
than $5 per ton. The amount of power nec- 
essary to ran a railroad can be generated in 
an elestric plant with soft coal, which can be 

urchased from $2 to $3 per ton instead of 

5. Then again it takes two men at au ex- 
penge together of not less than $6 per day to 
run a locomotive, where one man at $3 
day is able to run an electric motor. The 
Metropolitan road will be run by ny rage 
at a saving estimated from $200,000 
$300,000 per annum as against steam — 
The Metropolitan road with such a saving as 
outlined undoubtedly will be able to pay 
operating expenses and interest with a total 
traffic of 80 009 passengers per day on its 
completed line.”
